the oldest known parody of a major cereal 
reveals itself. as WHEEDIES 

( Figure |). This lampoon came out as a comic 
book cover on Panic, issue #11. The 1955 
MAD-like comic put out by E.C., made fun of 
Wheaties with "Breakfast of Chimpanzees". 
Free in the package was one Cadillac ash tray, 
get the rest of the car in other WHEEDIE 
packages. MAD had changed to a magazine 
format only recently and PANIC had taken 
over the comic format that lasted a few issues 
after this one. 


1958 brought out the MAD competitor 
magazine called CRACKED. Issue #5 ( Figure 


2) lampooned several cereal 
boxes in one cover. Rice 
Krispies elves as "Wham, 
Blam and Pow", Nabisco 
Spoonman flying upside 
down, Tony the Tiger eatin 
cereal in the corner, Dopey 
comin out of the top corner 
of the box, The Lone 
Ranger shooting blocks of cereal 
exploding from the cereal bow! 
in atom bomb fashion. The funniest side 
panel ever, reads as follows: "HEY GANG, 
HOW ABOUT THIS GREAT 
A ES GIVEAWAY ON THE INSIDE.

In [960 Leaf Brand 
Gum Company put out a 72 
card set called Foney Ads 
makin fun of mostly current 
drugstore and grocery 
products. The crude art of 
CHEATIES (Figure 3), "The 
Breakfast Of Losers" was 
kinda amusing, but KILL- 
LOG'S (Figure 4) hosted by a ‘ 
eye-patched SMASH, holding a [Fiowe 6] 
knife with bugs in the cereal is the evilest 
parody I've come across. On 
the back of each card 
is a disclaimer stating, "Foney 
Ads are presented in a spirit of 
fun for your enjoyment". I'm 
sure the 
aitiememee product people 
were 

experiencing the 
same spirit. A side 
amusement note about this 
set, is it was the basis and 
inspiration of the Wacky Pack 
stickers. One exact example 
is Foney Ads RATZ CRACKERS 
which was used in the first Wacky Pack 
sticker set in 1967.

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The Year in Collecting - 1996 


As 1996 draws to a close | 
thought I'd like to sit down and write a 
few notes about what happened in the 
collecting of cereal boxes, premiums and 
other food related items. It has been a 
great year for our type of stuff in terms 
of things that were available, information 
that came to light and communication 
that was established among collectors. 

The Freakie Magnet moved into 
its third year of publication with three 
issues coming out covering such diverse 
topics as the history of the Freakies, 
international cereal boxes and Wheaties 
sports cereal boxes. Advertisers were 
selling everything from Quisp cels and 
R&L figures to Funny Face pillows and

Pe Ranger and Buck Rogers. The pricing in 
the book is fairly accurate with just a 
few minor problems. 

On the auction front we all got 
a big surprise in the June 7th issue of 
Toy Shop with the Diamond 
International Galleries cereal box 
auction. The auction included almost 
200 Kellogg's cereal box flats that 
originally came from the Leo Burnett 
Company by way of Dave Gutterman in 
1991. Key boxes for auction were a 
Crater Creatures box, a Funny Fringes 
box, six Yogi OK's boxes, a Banana Splits 
poster box and host of other desirable 
boxes, Bidding was frenzied on the day 
of the auction with a Quick Draw Sugar 


Freakies boats. Joseph Saine began to 
run a series of cereal auctions with Monster cereal 
items, Moonstones items and a host of other great 
premiums. The Magnet brought everyone together to 
share info and interest in the coolest stuff that there is 
to collect 

{n other publishing notes, Scott Bruce decided 
to put Flake on hiatus with issue #20 to concentrate on 
his web page and a series of auctions (more on that 
later). Free inside continued to promote cereal 
collecting and delved into the world of current boxes 
and premiums. The second edition of the Toy Ring Price 
Guide by Bob Overstreet came out with more photos 
and more correct information but still too high prices on 
the Monster 
compartment rings. 
Ted Hake took on 
premiums in his 
Character Toy 


Premium book 
which is over 600 
pages and covers 
302 categories. 
Quisp, Cap'n 
Crunch and Tony 
the Tiger are all 
dealt with but the 
majority of the 
book is given over 
to early characters 
like the Lone 


Smacks going for over $1000 while 
many other boxes sold at the $100-400 level. The only 
unsold boxes seemed to be generic ones without 
character or premium offer. Almost everybody got 
something and it really gave legitimacy to the collecting 
of boxes. 

Following up on the success of the Diamond 
Auction was Scott Bruce and the Flake World Auction. 
Beginning in July and running once a month in Toy Shop, 
Scott had 50+ boxes, premiums and displays for 
auction. Pulling material from his vast duplicate 
collection Scott made available boxes from every major 
cereal company and time period. Highlights included a 
Quisp bank box, a full Quangaroos box and a Kellogg's 
bowling store display from the 60's. 

Quake Collectibles remained the central store in 
cereal collecting with Cereal Con Il held there in April 
(see FM #7) in conjunction with the Kane County toy 
show. Jim Wilson and 
David Katz opened Just 
Add Milk in Bloomington, 
IL but had to close after 
being open for less than a 
year but both continue to 
be active in the cereal 
community. 

On the cereal box front a 
ton of great material 
showed up for sale and 
traded hands. Dave Katz 
found some nice boxes

In Quisp and Quake collecting, 1996 was nen 
stop action. The Chicago area continued to be a hot 
bed for Quaker activity with a full case of cowboy 
Quake boxes turning up in addition to two Quisp kites, 
one Quake intercom and 20+ Quake Explorers Kits! A 
Quake Rock Collecting Kit showed up at a California flea 
market for $3, Quisp and Quake rings continued to be 
very sought after and number changed hands in 1996 
including a Quake figural ring, at least two Volcano 
whistle rings and a partial World Globe Ring. At the 
October Atlantic City show, Kier Neubauer was lucky 
enough to find two Quake rings MIP for $35 and Mike 
Paquin had three Quisp banks for sale!! 

Freakies info and material just kept showing up 
in 1996. Three of the four Freakies comics surfaced in 
Toy Shop only to be snagged by David Katz who then 
resold them. Duane Dimock found a second Freakie 
Mystery Prize box and | found Freakies boats packaged 
as Bozo Party favors (huh?). Most importantly Kevin

Nothing compares to 
the rush of nostalgia that a collector 
experiences when he or she 
acquires a cereal box from 
childhood. Knowing this truth, it is 
easy to understand how the kids of 
the 90’s will experience their own 
nostalgia ten, fifteen and twenty 
years from now. That might seem 
long term to you “instant 
gratification” types, so consider that 
you have approximately 90 days to 
make the buy before the 
opportunity is gone for good... 


As this hobby grows, and readers, 
like yourself, go out and begin 
buying up new boxes, you'll have 
the opportunity to catch up on 
some very unique and exciting 
boxes from the past ten years. 
Within a year or two, you will have boxes that are 
impossible to replace!... and you'll meet collectors 
who want your duplicates. So on your way to cashing 
in on the big money of the future, you'll get to buy, 
sell and trade your way to a fantastic collection of 
cereal boxes! 


An interesting problem facing some cereal box 
collectors is their kids want the in-pack prizes! Most 
of us realize that a cereal premium reaches its optimal 
value by being in perfect condition, in its original 
cellophane wrapper. If you give it to The Kid, it ruins 
the collectors’ value! Maybe the child also wants to 
cut up the upe symbois and send for the Casper Pen 
Set! Or heaven forbid, save up all those oatmeal bags 
for the Casper watch! The irony, of course, is that the 
children of cereal box collectors will be the ones 
denied the youthful nostalgia of the cereal box 
experience. 


Maybe the solution is to buy one for The Kid (to play 


with) and one for our collections, and then multiples 
as investments. The only hardship then, is deciding 
which ones to buy multiples of and how many. The 
new French Toast Crunch box with the gold foil is 
unique but lacks the pop culture 
hook that a Honey Nut Cheerios 
johnny Quest box has. Fruity 
Pebbles might offer a new box 
front, which is well worth getting, 
but a Spiderman Cereal trading 

4 card box will be much more 
unique, and merit buying five or ten 
boxes! One for the kid, and nine for 
you. 


Some boxes have limited 

| distribution, like Frankenberry, 

| Booberry, Quisp, Valentine Rice 
Krispies and Christmas Crunch. 

These are great boxes for the 

collection, but harder to get. 


Of the readily available boxes that 
we can buy at any supermarket in 
America, right now, the following are some of the 
best boxes for an investor looking to have fun 
collecting cereal boxes. As always, collect what's fun, 
and let The Kid play with them too! 


#1. Wheaties Superbowl Replays. You gotta know 
how choosing a “sport” box as the #1 collectible is 
burning me up! I’ve bashed sport boxes in favor of 
cartoons the entire time I've been collecting! There is 
no denying that the 3-D plastic scene on the front of 
the new Wheaties, Honey Frosted Wheaties, and 
Crispy Wheaties ‘n Raisins are the coolest cereal 
gimmick in years! | might have given the same praise 
to a boring Bran Flakes box if it had a 3-D swaying 
field of grain!
